"Greetings " says Pvt. Cecil L. An- 
derson.

I'm do- 
ing pretty well, and even though I 
can't say I enjoy life, over here, it's 
not too bad, except for lack of beer 
and recreation. 

"My wife is still at Warren Bobbins 
field, Ga„ and is doing well at her 
job of aircraft instrument repairing. 
"We have a shower now, rather 
crude, but welcome, so I skip the 
swimming, for the water isn't what it 
might be. I boil my clothes in half 
a barrel and hang them on the tent 
ropes to dry. They show plenty of 
tattle-tale gray, but I'm lucky to be 
so well off in this hell-hole of a jun- 
gle. The 4 wait-aminute' vines take 
quite a toll of flesh and clothes, for 
they are equipped with thousands of 
iron-hard fish hooks. We have a cen- 
tipede lor an unwelcome bed partner 
now and then, nine-inch ones at that. 
Their bite is worse than the kick of 
a mule. I haven't tangled with any 
ye\ t but have killed a few. 

"Mosquitoes arc big and hungry, 
but not too plentiful, for over here. 
"I was on the Fijis for a time. The 
fresh fruit was the best part of it, 
and the scenery. The 'Bula's (na- 
tives) were friendly, but plenty black. 
•Bula' is really a native greeting, used 
for hello, goodbye, and most every- 
thing else friendly. Every soldier 
was Joe, and 'Bula Joe' was the first 
thing I heard there. 
' "I enjoy the heat over here, much 
to the amaicment of many of the 
others, and I never dream of a white 
Christmas. A clean shirt and hot 
bath are*my dream, although I never 
wear a shirt any more except at 
night against mosquitoes. The din of 
insects, birds, etc., at night is terrific, 
when you can hear them. 

VWell, it's almost dark, so I'll close 
my epistle and hope for the arrival 
of my next 4 Nows.' There is general- 
ly such an argument going on over 
whose state is the best that time 
passes quickly."
